His father was born in Leicester, 
England, came to the United States about 1882 and for several 
years was with one of the great shoe factories at Lynn, Massachu- 
setts. He came to Utah in 1885, and for many years was a 
merchant at Spanish Fork, and became a high counselor of the 


Latter Day Saints Church.. He was the first chief of the Spanish 


Fork Fire Department. He and his wife were married in the Salt 
Lake Temple. She was born in London, England, and died in 1908. 

John Edwin Booth attended school at Spanish Fork, graduated 
from high school in 1913, and in April, 1915, completed the course 
in the School of Pharmacy of the University of California. He 
was licensed as a registered pharmacist in California in April, 
1915, in Utah in July of the same year and, returning to Spanish 
Fork, became financially interested in the City Drug Store.
